GYP ANTIFREEZE 


RUIN MANY CARS 


Antifreeze can be a cheap 
blessing or a expensive curse, 
warns Laird S. Goldsborough 
in a Reder’s Digest Consumer 
Report, in the November is- 
sue Many motorists, ignorant 

of the properties of antifreeze 
fluids, wil be victimized this win- 
ter by gyps who make and sell 
corrosie, salt-based antifreeze so- 
lutions. 


These croks,. Goldborough 
states, annually peddle a million 
gallons of anthireeze that is ruin- 
ous to cars. Made with a few 
cents’ worth of ordinary salt, 
mixed with water, a gallon of 
“the gyp solytion may be priced 
at a $1 to $3.50, ‘comparable. to 
the price of good antifreeze. But 
every gyp gallon costs some mo- 
-torist ten to hundred dollars for 
repairs. In a dawsuit now pending 
the plaintiffs charge that a singie 
salt-base brand has caused $10 


hing 


milliion damage to cars. 

The worst type of the gyp 
product, ttermed ‘ferociously co- 
rosive” by the author, are regt- 
larly sold with claims that they 
“will not attack, corrode, rust, 
clog or harm any kind of metal, 
rubber or paint surface”. But 
tests have shown that the salt-ba- 
sion fo the cylinder block, water 
pump, radiator, and especially of 
any aluminum parts, such as cy- 
linder heads. Resulting corrosion 
products cause partial or comp- 
lete stoppage of water passages, 
with consequent overheating and 
boiling. 

Good antifreeze is compoun- 
ded of one or more of the alco- 
hols, The Reader's Digest article 
points out. Wood alcohol and 
grain alcohol account for 75 per 
ent of all good antifreeze sold. 
The so-called nonvolatile glycol 
antifreezes make up the rest. 

The average car in good 
condition loses one to two quarts 
of coolant every 1,000 miles,

Several years ago while I 
was on the Windsor City Council 
I raised tthe point of the smoke 
nuisance being stuffured by the 
city of Windsor especially on 
Sandwich Street E. and around 
the C.P.R. Round House, — this 
was on the instgation of a num- 
ber of residents those areas. 
From year to year this has been 
carried on by interested citizens 
and Public servants. Of interest, 
therefore, to such persons is the 
Bill which has introduced in the 
House of Commons recently by 
a private member which would 
require all Round Houses and 
other permanent installations to 
comply with any Municipal By- 
Law of any urban munnicipality 
regulation the emmission of smo- 
ke or soot into the atmosphere. 


This was supported by many 
speakers of the House. One spea- 
ker, however, pointed out that 
the greatest smoke offenders 
were Lake Freighters. and other 
Steamers. Since Windsor is on 
the Detroit River, the busiest in- 
land waterway of the woridd, 
this argument was of particular 
to me. Personally I do not see 
how we can do anything about 
that since most of the boats ply- 
ing the Detroit River are of A- 
merican registry and consequent- 
ly not within our jurisdicion. It 
would therefore have to be by 
some arrangement or agreement 
with the United States so far 
as their legislation is concerned. 


The Hon, Lionel Chevalier 
Minister of Transport, in sPeak- 
ing to the Bill commended tthe 
introducer for having brought the 
matter befor the House and then 
proceeded to explain what had 
been done so far as the railways 
in Canada are concerned in re- 
.lieving the various centres such 
as Windsor, from the smoke nui- 
sance. Onne way in which this 
has been eliminated to a large 
extent, was by the installation of 
special equipment on Seam Swit- 
ching Locomotives for the purpo- 
se of eliminating smoke, these 
are known as Over-Fire Jets, for 
the purpose of cutting down the 
smoke as much as possible: Then 
the railways have been installing 
as much as possible Diesel Engi- 
nes. The minister felt that the 
Diesels the railway can perchase 
and emply on switching opera- 
tions the more can be the nuisan- 
ce from soot andsmoke will be 
abated. Ten years ago the practi- 
cally no utilization of Diesel En- 
gins, five years ago the Position 
was a ilttle better and in the last 
five years the railway has been 
doing an excellent job in the way
